The art of connecting to a PHS or wireless LAN is disclosed, it being stated "(0073) 
In the communication scheme 201 illustrated in Figure 2, two wireless terminals 202 perform 
communication by seamlessly using PHS/PIAFS and IEEE 802.11b/wireless LAN . Thus, a 
PHS/PIAFS base station 203 and an IEEE 802.1 lb/wireless LAN base station 204 are provided."

The art of connecting to an inexpensive system is disclosed, it being stated: 
"(0023) Another method of mode setting involves always setting cordless mode and attempting to 
register with a base station. If this succeeds, the power supply and switches are automatically set by 
the control unit 3 so that the terminal in question will function as a cordless terminal, and the terminal 
is put into a reception standby state. Furthermore, when registration with a base station in cordless 
mode is not possible, the power supply and switches are automatically set by 

the control unit 3 so that the terminal will function as a cellular terminal, and the terminal is 

registered with the corresponding base station and placed into a reception standby state."

"(Effect of the invention) According to the present invention, by automatically or manually 
switching the system used during reception standby, low power consumption and inexpensive system 
utilization becomes possible."

The art of averaging the amount of change in reception level to decide on handover is 
disclosed, it being stated, "A plurality of decisions may be made using one or multiple thresholds. By 
performing comparison processing multiple times in this manner, it becomes possible to average the 
amount of change in reception level, so that handover will not be initiated due to momentary 
degradation of the reception level, making it possible to stably make the decision as to whether
